Decision of Joliet Men to Go Out and News From 


Other Points Encourages Leaders-Long 


Fight to Finish Expected* 


Pittsburgh Aug. 16.— The reversal 


of front by the men of- Joliet has 
cheered the steel strikers more than 
any other event of the week and their 
hopes again seem high. It has ended 
for the time being all talk of pence 
by compromise and given the fight 
the aspect of a prolonged one. 
The 


strikers declare in their enthusiasm 
that they will force the Milwaukee 
men to join with them and that in 
the end the Chicago steel workers 
rather than lose the pall mark of 
unionism, will finally reconsider 
their action and swing into line. This 
optimistic program remains to be 
carried out, however. 
The loss at 


Joliet has had no apparent 
effect 


upon the men who are directing the 
field operations of the steel corpora- 
tion. 


NOT AFRAID OF THE GAME. 
One of them remarked when he 


he&rd the news from Joliet: 


"Well, it seems to be settling down 


to a long drawn out fight and I 
guess- we can win at that sort of 


There were no devolpments today 


in the situation in western Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio or West Virginia. Mc- 
Keesport and Wheeling- continue 
silent, wlxile here in Pittsburg and 
vicinity no effort was made to add to 


the force at the mills, which art 
working either nearly or in full with 
non-union men. 
The steel corpora- 


tion is preparing to reopen the steel 
works at Monessen, while men arc 
being brought up from the south, and 
it is expected that by Monday a stavt 
will be made there. 


Every precaution to guard the aon- 


union men is being taken, as it is 
feared that when they arrive some of 
the strikers and their sympathizers 
cannot be held in check by their lead- 
ers.

pany officials have plans for resump- 
tion at some of their idle plants, but 
have carried no more of them out yet. 
The strikers claim that the lower 
union Carnegie mill and the Lindsay 
& HcCuthceon mills are impaired, 
but this the steel officials deny.

Venezuela, Nicaragua and Ecquador in Conspiracy 


With General Uribe-Uribe, the Rebel, to 


Crush That Government. 


New York, Aug. 10.—News

ing Venezuela, Nicaragua and Ec- 
quador in the attempt of Gen. Bafaei 
Uribe-TTribe, the Colombian rebe: 
leader, to overthrow the governmen, 
of Colombia, says the Tribune.

yoar ago it was known to the Colom- 
bia authorities that the rebels unde: 
TTribe were receiving material assist- 
ance from these republics and recent 
developments and' information re 
ceived by Colombian secret service 
agents confirm the belief <that these 
countries are preparing 
open and 


simultaneous attacks upon Colombia. 


It has further been learned that 


the plan of atta6k has practically 
besu agreed upon. 
Large numbers 


of Nicaragunns have already joined 
tlie rebels in the 
department of 


Panama, and it will be three maruad- 
ing bands the United States will have 
to deal with if it becomes necessary 
to laud marines at Colon or Panama 
to protect American interests on the 
isthmus. 


-Venezuela's point of attack will not 


likely be from the Colombian-Venezu- 
elan border, where the recent battles 


are reported to have taken place be 
tween Venezuelan regular troops and 
an invader army, commanded, accord- 
ing to Venezuelan accounts, by Gen, 
Gonzales Valencia. 


It is somewhat doubtful, however, 


if General Valencia lias anything to 
do with this movement until wol 
has already broken out between 
Venezuela and Colombia. 


If the present plans are carried out 


the rendezvous of the Ecquador in- 
vaders will be in the southern part 
of the department of Cauca, where 
(wo Colombian rebel generals ore 
now said to be encamped with 4,000 
troops. 


EANGBK OBDEKED TO PROCEED.

At a recent conference, liov/ever, be- 
tween the executiv board of the 
Amalgamated association and Charles 
Schwab, the president of tho United 
States Steel corporation, it came oat 
that Schwab, under the direction of 
Morgan, had formulated a profit- 
sharing scheme whereby it v/as pro- 
posed to make every employe of the 
steel corporation a co-operator in the 
business."

possible. 
I tried to distance The 


Abbott and consider the feat a 
feather in Cresceus' cap. By doing 
so, however, I got only $7,000, the 
regular first money, and The Abbott's 
owner received $5,000. 


Asked why he drove to distance 


The Abbott, Mr. K<*tcham said: 


•That's horse racing. 
I brought 


Cre^ccus here to beat The Abbott And 
I wanted to finish up the job as 
quickly and effectively as possible. 
To have taken my horse back and al- 
lowed <reers to get inside the Hag 
woull havo savored of hippodrome 
racing 
A*i it "was, everybody went 


away knowing' he had seen a genuine 
horse race. 
'Many were somewhai' 


disappointed, perhaps, that, it was 
ended so suddenly and unexpectedly, 
but this was much better than a 
longer rav*e in which there was a 
truce/* 


The 2:10 pace brought out a small 


but fast field, and the speculation 
was heavy, with Carmine the favor- 
ite and Sphinx S. the second choice. 
Carmine flattered his backers in the 
first heat, winning by a head, but 
Sphinx S., driven out, beat him hand- 
ily in the next three heats. 


The California horse Toggles was 


the favorite in the 2:10 trot at $100, 
Sister '£licV$75~and the field at the 
same figure. King Chimes was his 
only important opponent, but after 
winning the first heat he had to play 
second fiddle for the remainder of 
the race. 


BECORD-BBEAKINO CROWD. 
The Brighton 'Beach track never 


saw such a crowd* No running race 
ever drew so many spectators. They 
came from all i>arts of the United 
States. From California, from New 
England, from the middle west and 
south, men who love the trotter pour- 
ed through the gates until the track 
was literally flooded with humanity. 
They filled the -big cantilever stand, 
crowded the lawn until it was im- 
possible to move one way or another, 
flowed 'acrors the track into the in- 
field along the rail, covered many 
teams and 
coaches lined there, 


jammed the betting ring and 75-cent 
field, and even stood upon improvised 
gand stands outside the fence along 
the back stretch. 


It was about 3:30 o'clock when the 


drivers, Ketcham and Oeers, appeared 
before the grand stand <and obtained 
their positions for a start by the flip 
of a coin. Luck was -with the driver 
of Creseeus, as he secured the pole, 
a decided advantage when two horses 
so nearly equal in point of record 
arc- considered. When. *a little later, 
the horses came from the paddock 
they were wildly cheered and they 
looked fit for the work before them. 
Fortunately, too, the wind had died 


down to a dead calm, so there was no 
obstacle in that line. 


They got the word to a nose*and* 


nose start, with Creseeus going the 
faster, which had sent him to the 
front a length to the good 
before 


reaching the first turn, which he held 
to the quarter, making'that mark in 
0:30%. This lead The Abbott had 
slightly reduced at the half, which 
was reached in 1:0154, and he was a 
very close second at the three-quarter 
pole in 1:32K. 


The vast crowd realized that a 


world's record was about to be made, 
and the grand stand arose to its feet, 
while the multitude which was in the 
space between the stand And the 
track cheered wildly. Coming down 
the stretch it was a battle royal, with 
The Abbott very close up, but Cres- 
eeus, with his bulWog grip, kept on 
and just managed to beat his oppo- 
nent by a half length in 2:03?^ the 
world*s trotting record in a race. To 
say that the announcement created 
tumultuous applause 
only faintly 


conveys the meaning of the expres- 
sion. 


THE ABBOTT'S BAD BREAK. 
A little over half an hour had ex- 


pired when the two grand 
horses 


came out for their second trial, and 
were started under the same condi- 
tions that existed in the first heat. 
They were sent away beautifully, 
but The Abbott had not traveled 
n 


hundred yards before he made a dis- 
astrous break, and before he could 
recover his gait Cresceus was in 
front. 
The Abbott, once settled, 


made a grand effort to overtake his 
opponent, but the son of Bobert Mc- 
Gregor was out for victory -and kept 
on, passing the quarter in 0:31%, 
the half in l:02}g, the three-quarters 
in 1:35, and came rushing home the 
•last quarter in 0:31X£, doing the mils 
in 2:06*4, with The Abbott back of 
the flag. 


As the race was best three in five, 


Ketcham consented that Cresceus go 
another heat. 
This he did shortly 


before 5 o'clock, accompanied by a 
runner for the first half, where he 
was joined by another runner, and 
his time by quarters was as follows: 
0:3!% 1:01^, 1:34 and 2:05, thus 
making the best three consecutive 
heats ever trotted, but it is not tech- 
nically a record, as the last heat was 
not trotted in the race. 


It is no use to say that had not 


The Abbott broken the result might 
have been.different. Cresceus did not 
break nor make a mistake of any 
kind. Ho is the greatest trotter the 
world has ever produced. 


Tlie betting before the race was 


$100 to $30 on Cresceus and it was 
lively, there being many of the fol- 
lowers of The Abbott and of 
his 


driver, Geers, who were willing to 
take the short end.

nopoly or give any support whatever 
to the enormous consolidation of cap- 
ital which 
is now going on. 
It 


means death to the wage-earner, as 
well as destruction of industrial in- 
dependence. 


"Unless all the mills are complete- 


ly unionized the trust can run the 
non-union shops and keep the union 
ones closed indefinitely. 
The trust 


can afford to lose a year's dividends 
if necessary, but the employes can- 
not afford to lose a year's work. The 
strike is at 
present the laboring 


man's only protection, but it is at 
present a costly and ineffectual one. 
The ballot box affords the only per- 
manent and complete remedy. 
If 


the laboring man would inarch to the 
polls and vote with the party that 
favors arbitration and opposes gov- 
ernment by injunction and the black- 
list, they would -be able to protect 
their interests without a resort to 
strikes and lock-outs.

Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 10.—Mr. Bry 
n, in tliis week's Commoner, urges 
.abor generally to back np the fight 
o'f the steel workers. 
He says: 


"The conquest, while apparently 


over an. abstract principle, really ir- 
•olves the right of the laboring men 
.o organize. 
It is undoubtedly ths 


purpose of the trust to destroy labor, 
organizations, and the purpose will 
be relentlessly pursued if the time 
seems propitious. 
It is strange that 


any laboring man shoul^'fftdl to un- 
derstand the nature of d/private mo- 
nopoly or give any support whatever 
o the enormous consolidation of cap- 
tal which 
is now 
going on. ' It 


means death to the wage-earner, as 
well as destruction of industrial in- 
dependence. 


"Unless nil the mills are complete- 


ly unionized tlie trust can' run. the 
non-union shops and, keep 'the union 
ones closed indefinitely. 
The trust 


can afford to lose a year's dividends 
if necessary, but the employes can- 
not afford to lose a year's work. The 
strike is at 
present- the laboring 


man's only protection, but it is at 
present a costly -and ineffectual one. 
The ballot box affords the only per- 
manent and complete remedy. 
If 


the laboring man would inarch to the 
polls and vote with the party tliat 
favors arbitration and opposes gov- 
ernment by injunction and the black- 
list, they would1 -be able to protect 
their interests without a resort to 
strikes and lock-outs. 
While strike 


lasts let it be conducted within the 
law; when, the strike is over, let the 
men remember to vote the way they 
strike."
